The finest thing which has 
appeared in the Los Angeles 
Times this year was Alma 
Whitaker’s piece about women 
and war and the League of 
Nations, in Wednesday morn¬ 
ings paper. If you didn’t read 
it look it up. Will Rogers is 
a great wise cracker, but he 
neven sized up the international 
situation half as well as Alma 
did in that piece. 

The idea that the world 
wants another war is all 
wrong. Nobody who knows 
what modern war is wants to 
see another war. The men who 
have to go out and die never 
did start a modern war, and 
women don’t like to have their 
sons, sweethearts, brothers, 
fathers or even husbands shot 
up and gassed and ruined. The 
wars always have been in¬ 
spired by those with axes to 
grind, and in these modern 
days the inspirers don’t do any 
of the fighting. All we need is 
laws to absolutely conscript 
wealth as we now conscript 
flesh and blood—which is worth 
just as much as money, even 
if we don’t realize it—the great 
Influence of the Du Ponts, the 
transportation magnates, the 
poison gas magnates, the avia¬ 
tion magnates and all the great 
bankers and lenders will be 
100 per cent against war—and 
that influence will be enough 
to stop it. 

That isn’t what Alma said. 
She pointed out that those 
ivho Jeer at the League of Na¬ 
tions and the efforts of women 
to bring about world peace are 
barking up the wrong tree. 
The League can not yet func¬ 
tion instantaneously — it isn’t 
yet ready to adopt Prance’s 
splendid idea for an interna¬ 
tional police force, the idea it 
must inevitably come to—but 
it is functioning.

Landscape Gardener 
COLOR FOR THE SUMMER 
GARDEN 

L AST WEEK we were talking 
about making our gardens 
more colorful so that we might 
delight the eye of our summer 
visitors. We took up the planting 
of the parking-strips with flower¬ 
ing ground-covers. 

This week our subject will be 
color in and about the yard, start¬ 
ing with flowering shrubs that 
bloom during the summer months. 

Oleanders are particularly valu¬ 
able because of their easy culture 
and because they will thrive in 
the hottest and dryest situations. 
There is a new single light-red 
variety that is very showy and 
bright as well as very free bloom¬ 
ing. The older double rose-pink 
and double salmon pink are splen¬ 
did sorts, also the single white 
and the single light-pink. 

Hibiscus has been mentioned 
many times in these columns as 
it is a great favorite here in 
Sierra Madre. In fact, I find 
among our friends of the trade 
that Sierra Madre is quite noted 
for its Hibiscus. The single red 
is by far the best and most popu- 



lare of the solors. It is the most 
hardy, the most free blooming 
and striking of them all. During 
the hot summer months the flow¬ 
ers attain immense size. 

Mound Of Gold 

The double-pink is a splendid 
variety too. The flowers are very 
large and double during the hot 
weather but during the cold 
months the flowers are only semi¬ 
double. There are several other 
good colors, but they are not so 
widely used because they are 
somewhat more tender. The 
double-red is rather off-color as it 
is neither pink nor scarlet—more 
like a faded red. Hibiscus want 
full sun. When we have mild 
winters they will bloom practical¬ 
ly every day of the year. 

Streptosolum Jamsoni is like a 
mound of gold when it is in 
bloom, which is all spring and 
summer. It is low spreading 
shrub with golden-yellow bell¬ 
shaped flowers in masses. It re¬ 
quires a hot, sunny situation. 

Buddies or Summer Lilac is a 
fast growing shrub which is cov¬ 
ered with long panicles or frag¬ 
rant lilac colored flowers in the 
summer. It grows about eight or 
ten feet high and should be given 
lots of room in which to develop.

A small plant will grow into a 
large shrub in one season. 

Use Of Plumbago 

Plumbago is used as either a 
shrub or vine. If planted without 
a support, it will make a large 
mass which is valuable for filling 
up vacant corners or hiding 
fences, etc. It is covered with 
clear azure blue flowers during 
the summer and fall. Sometimes 
it is used for covering large 
banks or terraces. It will grow 
like a native plant without water 
after it is once established. It 
should be given plenty of room as 
it will grow into a large shrub. 

Crepe Myrtle will tower above 
the summer shrubbery with its 
bright pink mass of bloom. It 
needs a sunny situation. I have 
seen old plants of Crepe Myrtle 
that were as large as trees. 

Coral tree or Erythrina Crista 
Galli is quite the most showy 
of all our summer flowering trees. 
I have described this tree sev¬ 
eral times before but for those 
who do not know about it, wtll 
say that the Coral tree has a 
thick corky trunk, sending out 
much new growth in the spring 
on which are produced long 
sprays of crimson flowers shaped 
like large sweet-peas. The tree 
needs much pruning in the winter 
when it is dormant to keep it 
shapely. There are some splendid 
specimen of the Coral Tree grow¬ 
ing on the grounds belonging to 
Dr. and Mrs. Barlow that attract 
a great deal of attention in the 
summer. 

An Old Reliable 

Lantanas will give more color 
for the least effort of anything in 
the summer garden. The hotter 
the weather the brighter and more 
profusely will the lantana bloom. 
The dwarf growing varieties are 
best for all purposes. They come 
in enough shades to please all 
tastes. There are red, orange, 
bright yellow, cream yellow, white 
and pink and also the trailing 
lavender. A small plant put out 
when the weather begins to warm 
up will become a large plant by 
July, They are valuable to plant 
in front of shrub masses for 
color, for hedges, for walls, and 
to cover ground. 

The Duranta will grow into a 
large shrub with sprays of deli¬ 
cate blue flowers followed by 
yellow berries in the winter.

Every city employee in Upland 
has volunteered to accept a 10 
per cent wage reduction. San Ber¬ 
nardino county officials recently 
ordered a 10 per cent cut for all 
county employes that is now ef¬ 
fective. 

Mrs. W. W. Nash, a member of 
the Republican County committee 
and who resides at 1500 Old Mill 
Road, San Marino, has announced 
her candidacy for Congress. She 
is president of the San Marino 
Legion Auxiliary. 

The new post of Veterans of 
Foreign Wars that is to represent 
the western end of the San Gab¬ 
riel valley and to have headquar¬ 
ters in the Arcadia Masonic 
Temple is to be known as “Lucky 
Baldwin Post No. 2070.” 

Citrus growers in combatting 
the invation of Jack Frost in the 
Upland district have used ap¬ 
proximately 740,000 gallons of oil, 
it was revealed in a survey. It 
is one of the largest orchard heat¬ 
ing seasons of the district but due 
to the alertness of growers and 
an ample supply of oil the dam¬ 
age to citrus crops has been re¬ 
markably small. 

No change will be made in the 
policy of the Chaffey high school 
campus concerning student dances 
—the matter being settled again 
when the Chaffey board of edu¬ 
cation at Ontario turned down 
the request of students to permit 
this social activity. A lengthy pe¬ 
tition was presented by the stu¬ 
dents, but the board also con¬ 
sidered many letters of protest 
from parents and citizens of the 
school district. 

In a religious census just com¬ 
pleted by three churches in Glen¬ 
dora 2541 persons were enrolled 
as professing Christianity, of 
which 2440 were classed as 
Protestants and 101 as Roman 
Catholics. There was no one of 
the Jewish faith. One of the out¬ 
standing facts in the data is the 
tremendously large number of 
people in the community classed 
as "Protestants without any 
church affiliation.” This number 
totalled 1164 persons, amounting 
to almost one half of the entire 
Protestant population. 

S. A. Willits, San Gabriel real 
estate dealer, has been held for 
trial accused of circulating false 
reports concerning the condition 
of a bank. He was arrested on 
complaint of George C. Brooks, 
vice-president of the First Na¬ 
tional Bank of Monterey Park. 
The arrest of Willits is the third 
in Southern California recently 
for asserted violation of the State 
law which makes it a misdemean¬ 
or knowingly and falsely to cir¬ 
culate rumors that a financial in¬ 
stitution is insolvent or make 
other statements of a derogatory 
nature. 

Supervisor Grier of San Ber¬ 
nardino county will ask the con¬ 
vention of County Supervisors to 
be held in San Bernardino 
this week to endorse a tax re¬ 
form initiative amendment he has 
prepared for submission to the 
electorate at the November elec¬ 
tion. He proposes that the state 
shall contribute $60 toward each 


elementary pupil and $90 in the 
case of the high school student, 
instead of the $30 for each stu¬ 
dent now received. It would add 
$42,000,000 to the state’s budget. 
To meet this outlay it is pro¬ 
posed to impose a 2 l *i per cent 
consumption tax on retail sales 
in the state, exempting perishable 
and automotive articles—also a 
personal income tax. Grier esti¬ 
mates the consumption tax would 
yield $66,766,495 every two years. 

Plans for the construction of an 
aerial tramway to the peak of 
Mt. Baldy are in the making, it 
was revealed when the County 
Board of Supervisors was asked 
for an option relative to the $750,- 
000 project. William V. Menden¬ 
hall, supervisor of Angeles Na¬ 
tional Forest, wrote the board 
stating, that "private interests" 
had approached him regarding the 
lift. “Ordinarily we are not in 
favor of having mechanical fa¬ 
cilities extended into portions of 
national forests that are more 
valuable in their primative state,” 
his letter read. "At the same 
time we are in favor of seeing 
particularly advantageous points 
made accessible to a large num¬ 
ber of people." T. S. Lungreu ap¬ 
peared before the supervisors, 
seeking the permit.

“llSfarf Work Soon 
On New Highway In 
^ San Gabriel Canyon 


The $1,300,000 hgihway in San ^ 
Gabriel valley leading to Pasa¬ 
dena’s new Pine Canyon dam, will 
shortly get started. Surveys have 
been completed, and the contracts 
will soon be let. The present road 
on the floor of the canyon will be 
flooded. The road will be 7.2 
miles in length and will end at ^ 
the county work camp in San 
.Gabriel Canyon. 

Pasadena is to pay its share 
with an understanding that it 
shall not exceed $500,000. The Los 
Angeles County Flood Control 
District will pay 30 per cent of 
the cost and 10 per cent of the 
cost will be borne by each of the 
following agencies: State High¬ 
way Commission, [United States 
Forest Service, and Los Angeles 
County Road Department. The 
United States Bureau of Public 
Works will be in direct charge of 
the highway construction. 

The San Gabriel Canyon road 
will have a 200-foot minimum 
radius on curves and a maximum 
grade of 6 per cent.
